NEVADA'S EXHIBITION. 


glxtb and Last Day. 


Yesterday closed the Second An- 


nual State Fair. For a week past 
Reno has been a kind of 4th of July 
jubilee. 
All who possibly could 


have put away the cares of life and 
devoted themselves to the pleasures 
of the hoyr. All their''Sunday har- 
ness' wits palled out, and they gave 
themselves up to the festivities • inci- 
dent to the occasion. The amount of 
business done during the week has 
been tremendous. 
All seemed to 


have money and none were afraid to 
circulate it. 
But few fights have 


been noted, and none of them seri- 
ous. Drunks, of course, have been 
numerous, while poker, rnonto. etc., 
has had its time too. Several large 
games have been running during the 
week 
and 
considerable 
money 


changed hands. Yesterday the streets 
looked rather deserted, for nearly 
all were down to the track seeing 
the §2,000 race, which was contested 
by such noted horses as Defiance, 
May Howard, Geo. Treat and Gold 
Note, each of which have big records. 
Dyer's Hall, too, took many from 
the streets, to see ''Uncle Tom's 
<Jabin" played for the last time. But 
after the races were over and the 
theatre out the streets were a perfect 
jam, and last evening Reno was a 
sight to behold. 


Without a doubt the Fair has been 


a success. The people of Reno have 
been uniformly courteous, and the 
charges have been reasonable. No 
such disgraceful proceedings in the 
•way of charging have been made 
bore as always characterizes Califor- 
nia's State Fair. Here the advance 
over regular rates has been little, if 
any, and no doubt the people of the 
entire State will carry with them the 
remembrance of this and return next 
year with a large reinforcement. In 
anotheryear Reno will have increased 
so much in size that it will accommo- 
date many more. This year she has 
been full to overflowing, and hun- 
dreds have left on the V. & T. trains 
to find lodgings in Steamboat, Car- 
son and Virginia, not being able to 
get them any nearer. The weather 
has been all that could be wished. 
No wind, temperate as to heat, and— 
well just all that any could ask for. 
The racing has been extra 
good 


and 
attended 
daily 
by 
large 


multitudes. The Pavilion display, 
though 
not 
very 
extensive, has 


been of such a character as to attract 
large crowds to witness it. The two 
theaters have been filled every night 
with 
appreciative audiences. 
In 


passing we may say that these have 
been important features of the Fair 
And have added not a little to the 
general entertainment and success of 
the occasion, as it provided a place 
for all to spend their evenings. The 
Managers of tho Fair deserve great 
credit for the manner in which every- 
thing has been conducted. 
They 


have done all they possibly could to 
to make it a complete success and 
that they have succeeded the univer- 
sal verdict of all will attest. 


And now that Fair week is over it 


is time for all to settle down to the 
solemn realities of business life and 
not go on another "bust" until Christ- 
mas week. Special license for just a 
little "fastness" may serve those who 
have enjoyed the week hugely, but 
now even that is removed and busi- 
ness is business. So lay asMe all 
foolishness and act just as if you 
realized that the next Fair was a year 
away. Several of you, no doubt, will 
wake this morning with heads like 
tubs upon your shoulders, and will 
repent] in sackcloth and ashes. 
In 


fact we expect- it will bo like it always 
is the first week in January—every 
body resolves to reform and stick to 
it for a week or so. Well as we be- 
fore remarked the Fair is over and 
the prosy, commonplace things of 
life are upon us.

good. May Howard was tho favorite 
.throughout the trotting race, and 
•won it ia three straight heats. Time

Geo. Treat 


took second money and Gold Note 
third. Defiance was distanced in the 
Jast boat. 


The consolation purse was won by 


Echo in B:51. 


There \vas also tv clash of a mile be- 


tween Rafol und Gallinipper, which 
was won by tho former. 


Then Wu.shoo and Shcldcn started 


for n mile and repeat and Sheldon 
was distanced. Time 3:01. 


Then American Boy, Jini Co oka 


and Dick were entered for a trot, 
best two in three. Boy won both 
heats, Cooke second, Dick distanced. 


PORTER-HOUSE STEAK.—This term 


has an American origin. 
In 1814, a 


hungry pilot entered a New York 
porter-house on Pearl & re,et, where 
lunch as well as drink could be ob- 
tained. Morrison, the keeper, had 
nothing but the beef ordered for the 
next day's family dinner, in the shape 
of a surloin roasting-piece, and from 
this he offered tho pilot a cut which 
he accepted. After ravenously de- 
vouring it, he turned to his host, 
who was expecting dissatisfaction, 
with the order, " Messmate, another 
steak like that." After having fin- 
ished his steuks and porter, the old 
pilot orderd his steaks to be " cut off 
tho roasting-piece for the future," 
and his companions learned the good 
that lies in the "small loin steak," 
and Morrison was obliged to instruct 
his butcher to cut his sirloins into 
steaks for his customers, and the 
butcher, ordering his subordinates 
and messengers, designated them as 
"porter-house steaks," and increas- 
ing custom and extended repute soon 
established the term now so common 
in all eating houses in our country 
and England. 


REVERDY JOHNSON'S CONCLUSIONS. 


—Reverdy Johnson has written a let- 
ter to the New York Tribune, on the 
currency, the following are the con- 
clusions which he reaches: 


First. That the only currency 


known to the Constitution is gold 
and silver, or paper convertible into 
gold or silver on demand. 


Second. That nothing but gold and 


silver can be made a legal tender. 


Third. The Governm nit now bo- 


ing perfectly safe, no danger threat- 
ening it or being apprehended, Con- 
gress has no power to authorize the 
issue of an irredeemable currency, 
and to make it a legal tender. This 
is the 
clear 
meaning of Judge 


Strong's opinion. 


Fourth. That the credit of the na- 


tion, the true, permanent prosperity 
of every class of our citizens, and 
the arrest of the demoralization con- 
sequent upon tho present state of 
things, demand as speedy a return as 
practiblo to specie currency.
